Providing the camp has 
been selected with care and 
the child has had a physi¬ 
cal examination and what¬ 
ever inoculations have been 
recommended by the family 
physician, there is nothing 
to cause parents further anx¬ 
iety. All camps employ pro¬ 
fessional personnel who keep 
a close watch on each child’s 
well-being. 

A FEW children may be 
victims of homesickness. 

However, summer camps 
provide a good chance to 
teach a child how to combat 
homesickness in a situation 
that provides plenty of di¬ 
version. And at any rate, 
misery in youthful company 
is unlikely to last more than 
a few hours. 

There are all kinds of 
camps for all kinds of chil¬ 
dren. Fathers especially tend 
to think of camp as a place 
to toughen a youngster and 
so make him better able to 
take care of himself among 
more aggressive playmates. 

But it is often true that a 
timid child "toughens” up 
faster in a camp that spe¬ 
cializes in hobbies and 
crafts. The discovery that 
competency can exist in 
fields other than muscular 
coordination is often all that 
a child needs to develop into 
a secure and self-confident 
individual. 

Once in a while, there are 
times when it is better not 
to send a child to camp, 
even when he voices no ob¬ 
jection. In cases of family 
jealousy among children, 
one child should not bo sent 
to camp and the others kept 
at home. Instead of enjoy¬ 
ing himself as he should, 
the youngster away from 
home may feel exiled. 

GENERALLY speaking, 
camping, with all its activi¬ 
ties, including fishing, hik¬ 
ing and swimming, is great 
fun and most youngsters en¬ 
joy it to the full. Such an 
opportunity to be on their 
own, as it were, also helps 
them develop independence

ANY MENTION of Mc- 

Comb drew hearty applause 
from the audience, especial¬ 
ly when Mrs. Marlin • pre¬ 
sented her petition. 

The petition urged the 
Board "to reconsider the ac¬ 
ceptance of the resignation 
of Dr. Stuart McComb as su¬ 
perintendent of schools and 
to conduct an independent 
investigation of the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the dis¬ 
ciplinary action” against 
Walker and Hallman. 

“We believe," the petition 
said, “that the retiring 
Board acted hastily. We be¬ 
lieve that those accused of 
misconduct were denied the 
fundamental American right 
to face their detractors. We 
believe that the three newly 
elected members of the 
Board of Education have an 
obligation to themselves and 
to the community to act in 
the matter. 

“We believe that unless 
tiie newly constituted Board 
of Education takes positive 
action in the matter the pro¬ 
fessional integrity of the 
employes involved will be 
irreparably damaged, that 
the morale of the entire 
leaching and administrative 
staff will be irretrievably 
undermined, and that public 
confidence in the Board of 
Education as a fair and ju¬ 
dicious agency of the people 
will be lost.”
